PRINEVILLE, Ore. 'AP) - An 
ex-convict brushed aside pleas to 
surrender and killed himself Fri­ 
day after a 10-hour siege that 
began when he briefly held six 
persons captive. 
Stanley Robinson, 27, shot him­ 
self in the head as police crunched 
across the frozen lawn minutes 
after midnight to pump tear gas 
into his small, white frame house. 
Only moments before, a psy­ 
chologist who had gone into the 
house unarmed in an attempt to 
persuade Robinson to surrender 
walked out and said: “Well, boys, 
I think it’s all over.” 
It was the only shot fired in the 
siege that began when state po­ 
liceman em Boyer went to the 
house to serve a warrant on Rob­ 
inson, released from the state 
prison Oct. 31. 
Robinson, a Marine Corps vet­ 
eran of the Korean War, then 
stepped from the bedroom with 
a 30-30 caliber rifle. 
“I thought I was a goner,” Boy­ 
er said. “That rifle looked awfully 
big. It was loaded and cocked.” 
Boyer was kept prisoner 30 min­ 
utes, along with Robinson’s for­ 
mer wife and their four children, j 
w hose ages range from 5 years to J 
II months. 
But then State Police Sgt Low­ 
ell Hertzel persuaded Robinson to 
let his captives go unharmed. 
Police evacuated every nearby 
house, and began a long vigil. 
Several times Robinson dashed 
onto the porch. Once he shouted: 
“I won t come out until I give up 
the gun. or else use it.” Another 


time he accepted cigarettes from 
Hertzel, who said: “He told me 
that he made up his mind that he 
wasn’t going back to prison any 
more.” 
Police talked to Robinson over 
the phone. Once he sobbed: “I’m 
going to end it all.” Then he said 
he would wait until Wade Scott, 
a psychologist and counselor at 
the state prison, came here to talk 
with him. 
Robinson’s widow Dorothy, who 
divorced him while he was in 
prison, said after the shooting, ”1 
did everything 
I thought 
was 
right.” 
At the prison. Asst. Warden Lou 
Barnes said Robinson had been an 
“excellent prisoner. He was the 
most decorated man ever to be in 
the prison here.’’ 
Robinson had been in the prison 
a year on a bad check conviction.

Zettle Declares Future 
Dairy Herd Depends Upon 
Heifer Raising Program 


By FRANK S. ZETTL I 
Adams County Farm Agent 
Your 
future dairy 
herd de­ 
pends on your present heifer 
raising 
program. 
Pennsylvania 
DH1A records show that within 
a breed the larger two year olds 
produce the undersized ones. To 
have 
animals well 
grown at 
freshening time is best to start 
to feed and manage them prop­ 
erly as soon as they are born. 
Adequate 
nutrients to 
meet 
their growing needs must be fur­ 
nished each day throughout the 
first two 
years of 
their life. 
Otherwise, they can't be expected 
to repay you all their inherited 
producing ability when they corm 
into production. Most dairymen 
do a good job of supplying ade­ 
quate nutrients to calves up to 
six months of age. Heifers six 
months to one year can get a lot 
of their nutrients from roughage. 
If hay is not all of top quality, 
make sure the calves under one 
year have first claim on the best. 
The more nutrients you can sup­ 
ply with roughages, the less you 
will need to depend on more cost 
ly grain. 
Feed G rain To Hoifors 
Howevcr. it is wiser to , feed 
heifers grain enough to keep them 
growtng 
rapidly and 
normally 
than to "starve” them by only 
furnishing what 
nutrients they 
can get from average or poor 
quality 
roughage. The 
mature 
animal can utilize poor roughage 
better than young stock because 
of their more highly developed 
rumen. 
Feed alone won’t insure big, 
growthv two - year - old heifers. 
They must be kept healthy and 
comfortable if the mast growth is 
expected from them. Cleanliness 
and good sanitation Is a must in 
raising young stock. Dirty, crowd­ 
ed. poorly ventilated pens make 
ideal places 
for sickness 
and 
diseases to develop and spread. 
Help your heifers make normal 
growth and them will make you 
a more successful dairyman in 
the future. 
Value Of Tasting Soil 
If farmers are satisfied with 
one and one-half tons of hay per 
acre next year they won t apply 
any fertilizer. 
However, if they wish to pro­ 
duce 4 to 5 tons of hay or hay 


equivalent of grass silage, they'll 
get a soil test made. He stresses 
making sure to mark the soil 
test questionnaire properly and 
state whether the field will be 
mostly legumes or grasses in the 
hay or pasture mixture. 
During the spring and summer 
of 1966 Pennsylvania farmers pro­ 
duced astounding yields of hay, 
pasture and silage even though 
the hay mixture was very low in 
legume content. These were the 
farmers who applied high nitrogen 
fertilizer early this past spring. 
Measured test» all over Pennsyl­ 
vania showed that IOO lbs. per 
acre of actual nitrogen applied 
in March gave a yield increase 
in all cases of 3,400 to 3,500 lbs 
of dry hay per acre After fertiliz­ 
er costs were deducted this left 
a net profit of about $39 per acre. 
First C r sp May !• 
If you plan to apply some high 
nitrogen fertilizer to hay fields 
next spring, be ready to put that 
first crop in the silo not later 
than May IO in southern Pennsyl 
vania. May 16 in central Penn 
Sylvania and by May 30 in the 
northern parts of the state. At 
this time the grass will run at 
least 75 per cent and perhaps 
greater kl water. It will also be 
very low in fiber, and high in 
protein and total digestible nu­ 
trients. For these reasons it would 
be a good idea to think about 
wilting in the field before ensil­ 
ing this high quality cow feed 
Have you insured your cows 
against a hot case of mastitis?

At least one authority, archi­ 
tect Lester W. Smith of Stam­ 
ford, Conn . believes that many 
of the objections to commercial 
structures

if 
more attention were paid to art 
in architecture. 
He’s convinced 
that an artistically-treated build­ 
ing which makes imaginative use 
of space and m aterials provides 
both conscious and unconscious 
pleasure for those who work in 
it and those who see it. Such a 
building, he further believes, will 
not become rapidly obsolescent. 
He thinks the commercial suc­ 
cess and popularity of Rockefel­ 
ler (en ter in New York are due 
in part to the ambitious effort 
made in the 1930s to blend art 
and architecture through the serv­ 
ices of such artists as 
Isamu 
Noguchi, Jose Luis Sert. Stuart 
Davis and many others. 
A ttractive Structure 
Plans that Smith’s own firm 
d e v e lo p for a building in Stam­ 
ford helped persuade local zon­ 
ing officials that the commercial 
structure was sufficiently attrac­ 
tive to be placed in a residential 
suburban area. The cost of the 
site itself was tiro to ten times 
less 
than regular 
commercial 
property of the same size. 
In short, here Is at least one 
prominent architect who believes 
that sculpture, murals, mosaics 
and other works of art have a 
nghtful place in the design of new 
buildings and should not be dis­ 
missed as mere "frills."

This long season is fortunate 
or the new home owner because 
banting a tree involves consider 
ihly more than digging a nice bi 
mle and dropping a plant into it 
Most of us. who must spread 
mr landscaping budget over a 
ieriod of time have an impulse 
o begin our do-it-yourself land­ 
scaping with an evergreen plani­ 
ng around the front door. Actu­ 
ally, this is often an area which 
.an be attended to later — after 
nod-front screens of shrubs or 
hedges have been se! in and sharp 
xiundary 
corners 
turned 
with 
roupings 
of 
shrubs. 
Today's 
.louses usually hug the ground 
closely, reveal no ugly building- 
ilock walls which require speedy 
concealment. 
While most trees and shrubs 
may be safely planted a’ this 
time of the year, it Is better to 
wait until spring for moving the 
broad leaved evergreens — aza­ 
leas, rhododenron — dogwood and 
such soft-wocHi material as mag­ 
nolia. lf in doubt, check your gar­ 
den library, because it is easy 
to forget.

now is in those which are potted 
or whose roots have been balled 
and burlapped. They cost more 
than bare-rooted or casually dug 
field plants, but they are much 
more likely to survive. 
Before planting, make certain

One good rule cf thumb on dig­ 
ging a hole for a planting is to 
make it twice as round and twice 
as deep as the root ball which 
will go into it.

post m aterial, well rotted m anure 
or bone meal. Peat moss mixed

After flatting in the plant — re­ 
moved from its pot, of course, or 
with the burlap cut away from 
the roots — fill in the hole wdth 
the improved topsoil, press it down 
firmly with your foot, m d give 
the area a thorough watering to 
settle the dirt and eliminate air- 
pocket*.

CYPRUS FIZZLE 


NEW KENSINGTON. Pa (AP

UNITED NATIONS. N Y. 'AP) 
—ll. N. efforts to launch peace 
talks for Cyrus fizzled Friday aft­ 
er a compromise plan failed to 
muster enough votes to ensure 
General Assembly approval. 
The 81-nation Political Commit­ 
tee voted on three rival proposals 
late Thursday night after a con­ 
fused procedural wrangle that cli­ 
maxed two weeks of debate on 
Britain’s crown colony in the east­ 
ern Mediterranean 
The only resolution to escape 
defeat was a much-amended Iran­ 
ian proposal approved 31-22 with 
28 abstentions. This was still short 
of the two-thirds majority needed 
in the Assembly. 
Ask Negotiation 
The resolution called on Greece, 
Turkey and Britain—the nations 
disputing the future of Cyprus—to 
negotiate their differences 
The 
Iranian plan was virtually doomed 
when Greece announced in ad­ 
vance that she would vote against 
it. 
The committee deteated 17-1/, 
with 47 abstentions, a Colombian 
plan for a U. N. study group to 
visit Cyprus and study the situa­ 
tion. It also rejected 11-22. with 48 
abstaining, 
a 
Belgian 
proposal 
calling on the three nations to 
keep trying for agreement. 
Four other resolutions, including 
a Greek call for U. N. approval 
of independence for Cyprus, were 
withdrawn. 
Attack On ll. S. 
The vote came after a day of 
heated debate which included a 
slashing Greek attack against the 
United States. 
Greek Foreign Minister Evange­ 
l s Averoff-Tossizza accused the 
United States of taking sides in 
the Cyprus dispute despite Amer­ 
ica’s stated policy of neutrality on 
the explosive question dividing 
three members of the North At­ 
lantic Alliance 
The Greek diplomat made his 
charge shortly after Chief U. S 
Delegate 
Henry 
Cabot 
Lodge 
threw his support behind the Iran­ 
ian resolution. Lodge

It is a 
national park, and yet a bustling 
city of commerce, curio shops, 
plush motels and hotels. Flourish­ 
ing auction houses and antique 
stores make you think you are in 
Atlantic City; night clubs on the 
edge of the city offer stellar en­ 
tertainment, bingo, gambling and 
slot machines that have a Ne­ 
vada tinge.
